Wounded Man Is Employe of City 
Health Department, and His Inju- 
ries Are So Serious That Physician 
Refused to Approve Bail. 


After he had been stabbed in the left 
jung, Daniel L. Glock waiked half a dozen 
blocks to a physician's office, while, Joseph 
Hopkins, who is charged with ee done 
the stabbing, walked toward the fhome of 
the girl both were fond of. 

An hour or so later Sergt. Conley, expect- 
ing to find Hopkins at the home of Miss 
Anna Coffielt, 7710 Minnesota avenue, went 
there. Near there he found the young man 
4nd arrested him. 

The affair occurred at 8 o'clock Friday 
evening in Carondelet, and there are two 
accounts of it. 

Giock, whose mother is a widow, and 
whore family has resided in Carontielet 
many years, says that he was standing 
at Broadway and Schirmer street when 
Hopkins approached and stabbed him [trom 
behind. 

ilopkins declares that he was walkips 
on Schirmer street near Broadway when he 
wns met by Glock, who aitacked him and 
knocked him down. Fearing that great 
harm might befall him, he drew a knife, 
and when Glock struck him again he stab- 
bed Glock. 

After being cut Glock walked to the office 
of Dr. Max C. Starkloff, 7619 South Broad- 
way. his injury was attended, and 
was sent home. Dr. Starkloff found the left 
lunit to be penetrated, and considers the 
wound dangerous.

ET. PETERSBURG, Aug. z7.—The 
battle of what may be regarded ag a 
eral advance of the Japanese on Liaoyang } 
was fought on Aug. 2% with the result 
the Russians at the close of the fighting 
still held the positions and had inflicted 
great loes on the Japanese, completely dis* 
mantling several batteries which attempt- 
ed to bombard the main position at Lian- 
diansian. The Ruasian losses altogether 
were 1480 killed or wounded. . 

A long official telegram has been re- 
celved at the war office, but it does reg 
give a hint of what i# transpiring today. 
it is more than probable, however, that 
the Japanese have resumed their attempt 
to reach Liaoyang. The allence on this 
point of the special dispatches fled at 
Liaoyang this morning rather confirms this 
view. 

The hottest fighting occurred in the val- 
ley of the Lan, a small tributary of the 
Taitse, around Tsegow, a place betwees 
Anping and Liandiansian. 

Gen. Kuroki's first aim apparently was 
separate the two principal Russian posi- 
tions. The Russians in the valley of the 
Lan lost 140 men. 1 

Gen. Kuroki\s army -advanced in three 
strong columns, one northward along the 
valley of the Sindahia, a tributary of the

The second column marched along the 
high road and occupied EXrdahe, whence 
the battertes shelled Liandlansian, a couple 
of miles northwest, until the fire of 
Russian guns silenced them. Several Jap- 
anese batteries were completely dtemantie® 
and were abandoned by their gunners. 

The fighting at Tsegow was of the mosé 
desperate description. The Japanese haa 
the advantage of the mountainous country, 
advancing along a ridge extending from 
Tantziaputzy to Stalondszy. The latter 
place Is situated on the high road, 10 miles 
southeast of Liacyang. Possession of this 
peint would render Liandiansian and An- 
ping untenable. It ts not improbable thet 
Gen. Kuroki will therefore repeat his ate 
tack in thle direction. 

The Japanere advance was characterised 
by the greatest boldness and arouses the 
belief in military circles that either Gen, 
Kuroki has received considerable  rein- 
forcemeéents or Gen. Kuropatkin has rent 
the greater portion of his army north, 
leaving only a couple of corps at Liacyang. 

The absence of news of a Japanese muve-

OFFICIALS OBLIGED TO SERVE 


—_— 


Those Who Neglect Opportunities 
Will Have to Present Good 
Reasons Later. 


For a week the Democrats have been 
swearing in judges and clerks in the of- 
fice of the Board of Election Commission- 
ers on the first floor of the City Hall. To- 
day the Republicans joined in. Clerks of 
both parties swear in judges and ‘clerks 
and duly designated citizens take the oath 
to properly discharge their official duties. 

There will be no regular registration at 
the City Hall. 

All the judges and clerks -have been ap- 
pointed and notified of their appointment 
through official publications in the Post- 
Dispatch. All the judges and clerks noti- 
fied of their appointment must cal] at the 
election commissioners’ office and take the 
oath of office by next Saturday or make 
themselves liable to three months in jail. 

The large number of new election offi- 
cials are necessary because six must be 
appointed for each of the 406 voting pre- 
cincts of the city. 

Heretofore there have been only. 333 vot- 
ing precincts, and, consequently, only 1998 
flection officials. 

The new election law went into effect in 
June, 1903. It provided that the city be 
redistrieted for the next election, and that 
election precincts be so divided as to place 
as nearly as possible 300 voters in each 
precinct. 


New Precincts. 
102 in Number. 


In so doing 102 new 
were established. 
The judges and clerks recently ap- 
pointed for each of.these precincts are 
to serve two years and will receive $4 
a day for each day's work. They will 
also be exempt from jury duty for four 
years. 

The duties of judges and clerks and, 
in fact, the entire system of registra- 


tion is changed under the new law. 

The new registration will be used for 
the first time at the election Nov. 8. 
It will not be used at the Democratic 
city primaries in October, because the 
lists will not be perfected by that time. 

The successive sieps in carrying out the 
registration will be as follows: 

After the election commissioners have 
administered the oath of office to each of 
the two Republican and two Democratic 
judges and the Republican clerk and the 
Democratic clerk in each precinct, they 
will make up a list of registration head- 
quarters in each precinct. 

These locations will be officially an- 
nounced in the Post-Dispatch Sept. 26 and 
17. These places will be open 12 hours for 
registration, Sept. 19. 20, 21 and 22, begin- 
ning at 8 o'clock. Each person who desires 
to vote on Nov. 8 must register In his own 
precinct headquarters during this period. 


Must Have Lived 
in City Sixty Days. 


Oct. 21 and 22, any citizen who thinks he 
has been improperly .stricken off or pre- 
vented from placing his name on the books, 
may appeal to the circuit court for redress. 

The election commissioners will add to 
the books at once such names as the court 
directs. 

To be a qualified voter, a citizen must 
have lived in Missouri one year and in 8t. 
Louls 60 days. No length of residence in 
the ward or precinct is required. If a man 
moves in on the last day of registration, he 
may register. If he is duly registered in 
one precinct he may be transferred to any 
other by application to the election com- 
missioners’ office up to Nov. 2. 

On the present registration lists there 
are about 120,000 names. Secretary Elsper- 
mann of the board of election commission- 
ers-says the new registration may increase 
the total to 150,000. 

‘In my opinion there will be no difficulty 
in registering that number of names in 
four days,’ he says. ‘‘The actual registra- 
tion requires little time. It is only neces- 
sary for a judge or clerk to ask a few 
questions and write in the name and: ad- 
dress of the voter on a blank form. There 
are six officials for each precinct. Six men 
working for four days is equivalent to one 
man working for 24 days. One man can 
certainly register 300 and many more 
names in 2 ays. 

“Of course, there may be a good many 
more than 300 in some precincts. But I do 
not think anybody will be crowded out."’ 

It is expected that the heaviest regisira- 
tion will be in the precincts nearest the 
Exposition, where there has been a heavy 
increase in population since the precincts 
were rearranged. ' 


Absence or 
Illness Excuse. 


For the guidance of prospective voters 
the election commissioners have arranged 
to place a large placard on each registra- 
tion headquarters, in addition to announc- 
ing its location in the Post-Dispatch. 

If a citizen is absent from St. Louls at 
a distance of more than 50 miies at reygis- 
tration time, or if he is ill, he may have 


his name added to the registration lists 
subsequently at the election commission- 
ers’ office. 

At the close of the four days’ registra- 
tion the books wil!) be returned to the elec- 
tion commissioners’ office. To 


voting precincts 


more than 3 miles away each of the fvur 
registration days, if absence is his plea. In 
case he offers iliness as an excuse ne must 
present the certificate of a physician, de- 
scribing the nature of his illness in other 
than technical terme. 

Oct. & the election commissioners will 
post at each registration headquarters the 
name and address of the registered voters 
of that precinct. It may be examined or 
copied by any person caring to do sv. Oct. 
14 the judges and clerks of each precinct 
will sit as a board of revision in their pre- 
eincts. The registration headquarters wi]! 
be open in each precinct from 8 in the 
morning to 8 at night. 

Objections to any names on the list may 
be made then, and the judges and clerics 
are authorized to strike off any names that 
they deem should be eliminated. But they 
are not authorized to add any nervne. , 

The next morning the books will be re- 
turned to the election commissioners’ of- 
fice to remain until the morning of the elec- 
tian. ‘

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—James J. 
Jeffries knocked out Jack Munroe, the 
Butte miner. in the shortest and most one- 
sided championship fight on record. Mun- 
roe was counted out in the second round, 
while groveling helplessly on the floor of 
the ring. 

Jeffries knocked the miner down three 

times in the first round, went smiling to 
his corner and came out again briskly to 
with a couple of 
punches in the second. 
Munroe never showed «a trace of cham- 
pionship form. He fought like the sorriest 
amateur that ever entered the prize ring. 
While sitting in his corner before the be- 
ginning of the skirmigh he looked pale and 
worrled. Hlis seconds, “Kid’’ McCoy and 
Jim McGrath, talked to him and tried to 
take his attention, but he sat staring across 
the ring at his gigantic opponent as a 
hypnotized sparrow might stare at a rat- 
tlesnake. 
fighting gloves Munroe became even more 
ill at ease. 

Jeffries, leaning over the ropes, talked 
and laughed with Billy Delaney, his man- 
ager and chief second. He looked clean 
cut and fit to fight any man in the wor.d, 
for any kind of a title. It was evident to 
the spectators that he regarded the whole 
affair as a private picnic. 


MUNROE DANCED NERVOUSLY. 


As soon as the gloves were tied tiie men 
were called tc the center of the ring for 
final instructions. No time was lost. They 
returned to their corners immeddately and 
the bell rang. 

Both came to midring with a bounce, 
Munroe wore a serious expression and 
danced nervously about. Jeffries looked at 
him for a moment, then mcved in. Munroe 
feinted in an aimless manner and led with 
his left hand Jeffries laughed as the blow 
fell a foot short. 

The giant footed it nimbly about Munroe, 
who pivoted slowly to meet the attack that 
wus tu come. Jeffries looked as fast as a 
lightweight, faster even than he did in 
that famous fight last August with Jim 
Corbett. 

Jeff feinted, and Munroe stumbled for- 
ward. The champion missed a straight 
right-hand smash for the body, Munroe 
blocking with crossedarms. Evan with this 
ffuard the blow jarred the miner to his 
hecis. He unwrapped himself aid clinched 
for hie life. Drawing his right arm back 
Munroetried to plunge his fist into the 
champions stomach, but Jeff stopped the 
Llow by catching Jack's elbow with his left 
hand. 

Jeffries was chewing gum and the cx- 
pretsion on his face was that of the bored 
loukout at a faro bank. He broke the 
c.inch, stepped back a foot, and surged in 
again with a sudden left hook for the jaw. 

Munroe dropped to his hams with a crash 
that jarred the p.atiorm, 

He rose quickly with a dazed expression 
on his face. Jeffries was on top of him in 
an instant. Before Munroe could find his 
balance Jim punched him straight on the 
mouth with his rigat, drove him back, fol- 
lowed for a single step and swung his left 
fist into the m.ner’s ribs. 

Munroe gasped and doubled up. Jeff fol- 
lowed his advantage instantly. He drove 
the miner reeling to the ropes, punching 
him again and again in the body. Munroe 
was too slow to get away, although he 
half turned and triél to sidestep. Joff 
smashed him to the floor with a left hook 
on the chin. 

Munroe stayed down for eight seconds, 
and then rose slowly. His eyes were blank, 
like the eyes of a fish. Jeff knocked him 
down again with another left hook. Mua- 
roe staggered to his feet. Jeff started a 
vicious swing, but the bel: rang. Stopping 
his blow in midair the champion turned 
laughing to his corner. . 

Munroe did not land a single blow in 
this first round. As he wobbled toward 
his corner “Kid McCoy jumped into the 
ring, seized him by the shoulders and 
shoved him Into the chair. 

In his corner Munroe had the appear- 
ance of a thoroughly beaten man. The 
interval of rest was al! too short to allow 
him to recover. 


CLINCH STARTS SECOND. 


The second round started with a clinch. 
Munroe broke away and tried a swing for 
Jeff's head, but got a counter on the mouth 
that made him split blood. He put his head 
down and bored in, hooking furiously et 
Jeff's stomach, but the champion smashed 
him relentlessly about the body with both 
hands, fighting him away. A hard right 
in the pit of the stomach floored the miner, 
He rose with blood flowing from his mouth 
and ears. 

Jeff closed in. A fearful left-hand swing 
on the face rendered the man from Butte 
help.ess and all but unconscious.

The Chicago Evening Post quotes statistics given out by 
railruad officials “showing that trains have taken more visit- 
ors to that city (St. Louis) than were brought to Chicago 
in the same time in 1893.”

THE NEW ROOSEVELT. 
Secretary Taft in his Montpelier speech made yesterday has given us a new 
Roosevelt who seems almost too good to be true—a Roosevelt that, like charity, vaunteth 
not himself, is not puffed up, suffereth long and ts kind, seeketh not his own, doth 
not behave himself unseemly and is not easily provoked. 
The secretary of war assures us that he never met a man in authority who had 
“less pride of opinion,” or who ‘“‘was so amenable to reason" or ‘“‘so willing to sacrifice 
a previously formed opinion.”’ 
Sometimes, to be eure, he is hasty and impetuous and too sudden on the trigger, 
but these faults are the result merely off ‘‘the .impid character of his nature.’ 
All of this is not news. Mr. Roosevelt's willingness to sacrifice a previously 
formed opinion has been much commented of late, notably in his change from a free 
trader to a moderate protectionist, and then to a stand patter: in his easy toleration 
of Platt and Quay and Addicks and Lou Payne and the like; in the relaxation of his 
holy crusade against the trusts—in a score of things, which the wilingness’to sacri- 
fice a previously formed opinion has wiped up the floor with that limpid character 
of his nature which impels him to strenuous deeds. 
Still, it is a very pretty picture that the secretary has drawn of his chief. For 
Mr. Roosevelt's sake and the country’s sake we hope he will be able to live up to 
the testimonial that Mr. Taft has prepared for him, but it must grind the man of 
blood and iron to have to see himself presented as a man of tea and taffy.

The Times—in illustration of the saying that “he who is convinced against his 
will is of the same opinion still'’—persists in ite notion that the only essential distinc- 
tion between the two candidates is whether we shall promise the Filipinos independ- 
ence “now,”’ as Judge Parker says, or at an indefinito future time, as {t holds that 
President Roosevelt is in favor of doing. 
To our mind there is a radical difference between the two. Judge Parker avows 
himself in favor of the “political and territorial independence” of the Philippines. fle 
is “In hearty accord with that plank/in the Democratic platform which advocates 
treating the Filipinos exactly as we did the Cubans,” and tu “set them upon their 
feet, free and independent, to work out their own destiny.” 
if there is anything in the deliverances of Mr. Roosevelt that is “identical” with 
this, we should like to have it cited. He eays “we have dTready given the Philippine 
people a large share in thelr government, and our purpose is to increase this share 
as rapidly as they give evidence of increasing fitness for the task.’ Manifestly a 
“share,”’ however large. !s not freedom nnd independence, ‘self-government by the Fil- 
iIpinos asstated br Americans.’ which 's as far as the Preside: 
publican policy, ls not freedyum or independ&nce. 
Our forefathers had self-government “assisted” by 
not satisfied, and declared their independence. 
toward the independence of the Philippines “0, it may be 250, years’ from now, as 
the Times suggests, but he does not say so. If our contemporary can see “no ea-

It is extraordinary that the owners and managers of the 
steamboats cannot sce that they are seriously injuring their 
trade by permitting the reputation of their boats to be dam- 
aged in this way. It may be that the World’s Fair crowds 
furnish plenty of traffic at this time, in spite of the condi- 
tions which prevail on the baats. But there is the future to 
reckon with. The people of St. Louis will be the permanent 
patrons of the excursion boats, and they will expect these 
boats to be conducted in an orderly manner, with due regard 
to law and safety. 

But the authorities and the police should not relax their 
@fforts to put a stop to the lawlessness. The interests of the 
city and of the World’s Fair demand that this evil be wiped 
out, Make the river boats safe and respectable. They per- 
form a public service, and their managers cannot defy public 
Opinion with impunity.

Gen. John Stark, a veteran of Bunker 
) Hill and the hero of Trenton, achieved a 
Sreat victory near here today over a body 
of the.enemy, consisting mostly of veteran 
Brunswick chasseurs, Hessians, loyalist 
rangers and about 100 Indians. Our troops 
lost less than 100 kilied and wounded, while 
the enemy lost all their artillery and near- 
ly 1000 men im killed, wounded and prison- 
ern. 

The victory 1s the more important as it 
defeats a raid sent out by Gen. Burgoyne 
tor the double purpose of getting supplies 
for his army on its northward march up 
the Hudson, and at the sare time ascer- 
tain the seitiments of the people, he hav- 
ing been told by loyalists and deserters of 
Our etores at tiuls place, and Philip Skene, 
the principal Tory near here, having as- 
sured him of the strong loyalist feeling in 
this part of the “Hampsilire Grants’’—~in 
both of which he has today been grievous- 
ly disappointed. 

Owing to the hostility of the people of 
New” York state, Burgoyne was practically 
vut of supplics itor his men and horses, and 
é timely suppiy from Canada being doubt- 
ful, he selected Lieut.-Cul. Laume, a trust- 
¢d and accomplished German officer. to 
make this expedition at once. and gave 
him a select corps of about “0 men. 

Proceeaing with the utmost caution 
Baume had left burgoyne’s main army on 
the lith, and on the afternoon of the 18th 
had reached the township of Cambridge 
about 16 miles from Lere. In the meantime 
news of Baume’s approach had preceded 
him, and our people from far and neal 
have been coming together to regist the in- 
vaders; and Raume, learning of this 
through his scouts, sent word back to 
Burgoyne that though the Tories were 
flocking to him, yet the patriots were 
gutnering in such numbers that he would 
need more troops before being able to cap- 
ture our supplies at thig place. 

The news of the mirch of Burgoyne’s 
main army up the Hudson had aroused the 
spirit of our peopie to do tler duty in de- 
fense of their country, and John Langdon, 
presidont of the assembly, tendered th: 
Stute 70 hogsheads of Tobago rum, $3000 in 
goid, and offered to borrow as much more 
upon his silver plate, all to be used in 
equipping troops. 

The assembly promptly ordered out the 
militia and gave the command to the vet- 
eran, John Stark, he who had hurried with 
the farmers to Boston after the fight at 
Lexington; had met the British at Bunker 
Hill; had distinguished himseif at Trenton; 
and who, though denied promotion in the 
Continental army owing to the petty jeal- 
ousies of our congress—yet with his pa- 
trictism unimpeached, had offered his 
sword and his services to his state in driv- 
ing the invaders from her soil. 


The men answering the state's call to 
serve under Gen. Scark came from the bes! 
people of the “Hampshire Grants,” and 
Stark's brigade consisted of 160 militia un- 
der Cols. Nichols and Stickney, whik 
Cols. Seth Warner, Herrick and Wil- 
lame reported with companies of 
Green Mountain boys. The entire force. 
which gathered to resist invasion was no! 
far from 220 men. Warner's men hac 
marched all night through the rain from 
Manchester, Vt., so earnest * thelr pe-

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mish with and delay the enemy. During 
the forenoon of the day before yesterday, 
the forces came within sight of each other, 
and Baume at once took up a commanding 
position overlooking a bend in the Wal- 
loomscolk river. 

A heavy rain prevented us from attack- 
ing them yesterday, but this morning Gen. 
Stark moved to engage the enemy on three 
sides at once. Cols. Nichols and Herrick 
with about five hundred men, made their 
way through the woods to the left and rear 
of the enemy, their approach frightening 
the Indians off the field. Cols. Stickney 
and Hubbard engaged some detached par- 
ties. while Gen. Stark, with our main 
body, attacked Baume in front, his words 
upon seeing the enemy being, “See there. 
my men!—there the redcoats! Before night 
they’re ours, or Molly Stark's a widow!" 

For two hours the fight continued, our 
troops pressing upgn the veteran enemy 
with the setadiness“and persistence of mer 
used to battle, at timee dashing up the hil’ 
at the earthworks, in sp'jte of the warm re- 
ception given them. Nearly surrounded on 
three sides, by this determ!ned conduct of 
the militia, the British and Germans finaly 
eave way, and attempted to escape by 
their only road of retreat, but in this they 
were folled, and the entire body surren- 
dered. Col. Baume having been mortally 
wounded. 

Greatly elated by our success, our mijitta 
scattered to plunder the abandoned camp, 
a violation of discipline which came near 
losing us our victory, for fust at this time 
Col. Breyman arrived with reinforcements 
for Baume from Burgoyne. All that had 
been won would have been lost had not 
Gen. Stark gent Col. Warner with a fresh 
regiment to the rescue of our d@iscomfited 
and disordered men. Col. Breyman was 
driven back by Warner, the cannon, which 
we had just captured from Baume, being 
turned agsinst Breyman, who escaped after 
considerable loss. 

When night cloered, victory for us was as- 
sured, we having taken four cannon and 
nearly seven hundred prisoners, besides 
many killed and wounded, with a logs to 
ourselves of less than one hurdred ir ki'}ea 
and wounded—a victory which wil do 
much to raise the military spirit of our pa- 
triots and enable Gen. Stark and his gal- 
lant officers to organize our undisciplined. 
though brave militia into a fighting force 
ible to successfully resist the veteran Ein- 
glish and German troops of Burgoyne.

TWO FIRES.AT FAIR 


Blaze from Crossed Wires in Manu- 
factures Building Followed by 
Another, With Little Loss. 


Fire, which is supposed to have started 
from spontaneous combustion, for a few 
moments early Saturday morning threat- 
ened serious damage to the Manufactures 
building. An early discovery, however, 
and prompt work with the hose, with which 
the building is equipped, had the fire prac- 
tically extinguished by the time the fire- 
men arrived. 

The fire was first discovered by James 
Harrington of 3605 Kossuth avenue, a 
night watchman employed by the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. He had passed the 
booth in which .
